tion and to satisfy the fines unposed, 
according to an opinion rendered yes­ 
terday by W. T. Rutherford, assistant 
attorney general, to Monroe Stevens, 
prosecuting attorney of Benton coun­ 
ty. 
Stevens stated that a mail is E r v ­ 
ing a year in the jail of Benton coun­ 
ty who was also fined $1,000. 
He 
wanted to know whether a car load 
of beer and a quantity of whisky be­ 
longing to the man convicted could 
be confiscated and sold under legal 
process to satisfy the fine rn whole 
or part. 
Rutherford’s opinion is simply an 
expression of the views of the attor­ 
ney general’s department, and does 
not directly authorize the county au­ 
thorities of Benton county to seize 
the beer and whisky. 
The opinion is general in us char 
acter and governs future cases of the 
same kind arising in “dry” territory. 
Rutherford holds that it was never 
the legislative intent to prohibit the 
sale under legal process of liquor seiz­ 
ed in “dry” territory to defray the 
expenses of prosecution and to satis­ 
fy the fines imposed. 
The language of the statutes pro- 
bibbing 
the 
sale of intoxicants in 
dry territory is what confused the 
Benton county prosecuting attorney. 
The courts of some of the states have 
held that prohibition 
laws 
prevent 
the “judicial” sale of liquor in dry 
territory the same as any other meth­ 
od of selling. 
Under 
Rutherford’s 
opinion, 
the

confiscates the beer and whisky re­ 
ferred to.

FIRE AI THE 'KATY* STATION 


Chief Paul’s Men Did Good W ork in 
Saving the Building. 


(From Thursday's Dally.) 


Fire supposed to have originated 


from a cross or electrical wiring in 


a small room over the dispatcher’s 
offices at the M., K. & T. local pas­ 
senger station last night shortly after 


8 o’clock did dam age estim ated all 
the way from $300 to $1,000. 
'rile blaze started among a lot of 
records and train sheets dating for 
years back, and these were mostly 
nil destroyed ,or burned until they 
are practically worthless. 
The actual damage from the fire 
was nominal, but the fire companies 
w ere compelled to play stream s of 
w ater on th e blaze for a considerable 
tim e to extinguish the flames. 
T he ceilings and floors of the dis­ 
p atcher’s office, superintendent’s of­ 
fice and other office rooms w ere com­ 
pletely saturated, and the main tele­ 
graph office was put completely out 
of commission until this morning. 
The firemen, under Chief W. H. 
Paul, kept the blaze confined to that 
p art of the station upstairs where the 
fire originated, and did well in hold­ 
ing it in check from the other parts 
of the building. 
W ithin a very short time fellowing 
the fire w ires for train dispatching 
w ere connected up from the division 
engineer’s office and traffic was un­ 
interrupted. 
The blaze was discovered 
by 
a 
trainm an, who noticed smoke coming 
from an upstairs window’. 
No sooner 
had the alarm been sounded than sev­ 
eral hundred people congregated to 
w itness 
the 
conflagration, 
which 
threatened destruction of the station. 
This m orning workmen were busy 
in getting the telegraph connections 
with the dispatchers’ room readjust­ 


ed, and other employes w ere a t work 
in rearranging what

with her testim ony in court.

defense wished this statem ent in ev­ 
idence. 
Judge Van Fleet held that he had 
no power to compel the prosecution

HAD SECOND ALARM IN MEANTIME 


Latter Did No Damage— Menefee A. 
Sons, Harry James, John Boston 
and 
Write-Away 
Pen 
Co. 
Are Among the Losers. 


(From Wednesday’s Daily.) 


Sedalia had a destructive fire this 


morning, starting at 8:30 o’clock in 


the John W. Menefee & Sons’ mule 
yards on Kentucky avenue, opposite 
fire station No. 2. 
The origin of the 
blaze, which did about $10,000 dam­ 
age, is unknown, hut when discovered 
the entire interior of the barn, where 
an immense quantity 
of 
hay 
and 
baled straw' was stored was envel­ 
oped in flames. 
Chief W. H. Paul, of fire tympany 
No. 2, had his 
men 
fighting 
the 
flames immediately, but was handi­ 
capped by the East Sedalia company 
being delayed in arrival 
from 
the 
east side. 
Fanned by a stiff breeze, 
the fire burned the feed barn and 
^buildings adjoining like tinder. 
The fire spread to the shop of Harry 
flam es, gunsmith and repair man, at 
the corner of Second street and Ken­ 
tucky avenue, and it was reduced to 
lash es in a very short time. 
The blacksmith shop of John Bos­ 
ton, facing on Second 
street, 
was 
completely destroyed, with a loss of 
$800 and insurance in the sum of 
$200. 
Menefee & Sons had insurance 
in the sum of $4,000, while the barn, 
which is owned by a Pennsylvania 
man, was uninsured. 
The Wiite-Away 
Pen 
company’s 
manufactory, on West Second street, 
was gutted by the fire. 
The machi­ 
nery and other equipment wras dam­ 
aged 
several 
hundred 
dollars 
by 
water. 
Insurance of $4,500 wras carried on 
the building and contents. 
During the worst part of the fire 
the wind caused the flames to leap 
skyward with great clouds of smoke, 
and the heat was so intense that win­ 
dows on the opposite side 
of 
the 
street on Second were broken. 
The arrival of the East Sedalia fire 
company brought additional help in 
fighting the flames, and the work of 
the fire fighters, with aid from nu­ 
merous citizens, saved other build­ 
ings. 
Frank Monroe, the insurance man, 
in helping carry a line of fire hose, 
ran into the end of a ladder on a fire 
truck and badly bruised his face iii 
the region of his eye. “Dodo” Schmid 
was struck on the head by a falling 
brick and sustained a scalp wound. 
Others were almost overcome by the 
heat. 
The home of Mrs. Fred A. Hopper, 
311 WeBt Second street, had the roof 
catch fire from flying embers, and 
Mrs. Hopper suffered a heavy loss 
to her household furniture and other 
goods by having them water soaked. 
The damage to the building was nom­ 
inal. 
The Missouri & Kansas Telephone 
company had telephonic service cut 
off from a large number of subscrib­ 
ers in the section where 
the 
fire 
raged, and had a 200 pair cable, as 
well as a 50 pair cable, burned, to­ 
gether with several poles. 
Immediately following the fire a 
large number of comj>any men were 
placed at work in repairing the dam­ 
age. which is quite extensive. 
The Sedalia Home Telephone com­ 
pany was more fortunate aud had 
their lines running through the alley 
(between Second and Third streets! 
on the south side. 
They suffered no 
loss whatever. 
No sooner was the fire under con­ 
trol, it being confined to the quarter 
of a block winch 
was 
devastated, 
than an alarm was turned In from 
Twentieth street and Carr avenue. 
The new motor truck was rushed 
out of the fire station, and, with Dick 
Boehme at the steering wheel, made 
a fast run south on Kentucky avenue. 
While speeding along at the jog in 
that 
avenue at the intersection of 
Twelfth street, and in dodging a bug­ 
gy, the big motor fire truck was run 
into the curbing. 
The right front 
wheel was burst, a spring wa* broken 
and the frame slightly bent. 
Mr, Boehme, who is thoroughly fa­ 
miliar with the running of touring 
cars, racing machines and roadsters, 
saffe that the operaticn of tho big 
truck from the steering 
wheel 
is 
much more sensitive than in the reg­ 
ular road machines, and this is said 
to have caused 
the 
mishap. 
The 
demonstrator here with the new fire 
* truck was at breakfast when the ma­ 
chine was taken out. 
The big truck 
was damaged to the extent of be­ 
tween $200 and $300. 
Several of the fire fighters on the 
machine, including Mayor F. E. Lude-j 


mann, were severely shaken up, but 
were uninjured. 
The car was taken 
to the Boehme garage for repairs. 
This second fire was extinguished 
without assistance from the fire com­ 
pany, with practically no damage. 
The old buildings swept away by 
th** fire were structures that were 
built years ago, and the framework 
had been covered with sheet metal as 
protection against fire 
from 
other 
buildings. 
The valuation of them 
would be hard to estimate. 
While 
they were cheaply 
construced 
the 
rental value was good. 
It 
will 
be 
impossible to replace 
them by building new' structures like 
the old, on account of fire restric­ 
tions, which within 
the 
regulation 
fire 
limit 
requires 
that 
buildings 
erected be either of brick, stone, con­ 
crete, veneered with brick or other 
absolutely fire proof materials. 
Too much praise can not be given 
to the heroic work of the city 
fire­ 
men in confining the flames to inc 
buildings destroyed. The fire was a 
bot one, so hot that even across the 
street it was almost unbearable, yet 
the department members stood their 
ground and kept it from reaching out 
and communicating 
to 
other build­ 
ings in very close proximity. It was 
good work.

‘‘American

know' the taste of meat ten years 
from now,” w’as the prediction of Mr. 
Russell. 
“Meat sales over the nation 
have dropped off 35 per cent within 
the last three years. 
“The scarcity of live stock is the 
reason for the high prices. 
Farm ers 
refuse to raise cattle, and as r result 
the feeders demand a large price for 
their stock. 
It costs them more to 
produce it. 
“The government will have to en­ 
act a law compelling every farmer to 
raise a certain number of cattle. This 
is the only remedy I know’ of, and I 
believe this can be done. 
“Who gets the money?” said Mr. 
Russell in reply to a question. 
“ No 
one gets it. The range lands of Texas 
and the southw'est have been cut up 
into small farms and the feeders of 
cattle have been pushed back in the 
highless lands, where there is little 
grass and less w'ater. 
It costs more 
to produce cattle. 
No one is making 
more money than in former years.” 
Another remedy suggested by the 
president of the national organization 
is the establishment of government 
hanks to loan money to farmers for 
the purpose of stocking their farms.

August crop report. 
A total produc­ 
tion. of 2,672,000,000 bushels of corn 
was predicted.

bushels less than last year’s crop. 
The general condition of corn was 
placa d at 75 8 per cont 
of

compared with 80.9 on July I. Kan­ 
sas was hit hardest, the condition 
there having been reduced from 81 
per cent in July to 30 on August I. 
Oklahoma came next with a condi­ 
tion of 4 4, against 87 in 
July, 
and 
Nebraska reported 67, against 91 July 
I. 
These three states have almost 
19 per cent of the total area planted 
to corn this year. 
A bright spot in the monthly grain 
report, however, was tile preliminary 
statistics, showing a production of 
511.000.000 bushels of winter wheat.

Imm ortality is a quality of life which 
thus far is possessed only by Jehovah 
God and by His Son, our Lord Jesus 
Christ.

On the contrary, 
the Bible teaches th a t Satan, one of 
the very highest angels, is to be de­ 
stroyed.
